by fire, and while it is rumored that the city council will be asked for a 


permit to repair, the time seems ripe to 
give 
thoughtful 
consideration to 


_ the question whether the city government can in good conscience permit 


jthe company to longer maintain its oil 
tanks 
in their 
present 
position. 


1 There arc three weighty reasons forming 
the

of

against the retention of the present site, as follows: 


(1) 
Danger to human life. 


(2) 
Danger to contiguous property. 


(3) 
Undesirability of nauseaus tanks near public park. 


When the Standard Oil tanks were first located in the land west 
of 


Front street near Vine street, there seemed 
no strong 
argument against 


the selection of the site. 
That was many years ago, and it was in the midst 


of a period when the trend of building 
and business expansion was east 


away from Front street. 
In those days there were fewer people there to be 


endangered, and less oil was stored, particularly of the most explosive sorts. 


It is also true that in those days there was not so full an appreciation ct 


the dangers of explosive oils stored in quantities 
With the government 


improvement of the harbor making the levee attractive to pedestrians, with 


the growth cf industries employing people close to the oil plant, with the 


establishment of the Spence park as an added reason f^r the accumulation 


, of crowds, the danger of human life has increased materially in late years. 


Since the establishment of the Standard Oil tanks thtre have been built 


within the radius of danger the great Kratchwill and Funke candy factor­ 


ies, J. J 
Lamb’s, J J. Hogan’s, the cheese and butter company, and the 


Advance Bedding company buildings, together with other valuable struc­ 


tures. 
An explosion of the oil tanks would doubtless destroy these and a 


I score of other buildings. 


After long dickering with the C., M 
& St. P. Railroad company, the 


city has closed a bargain whereby it secured land to be devoted to the 


construction of “The Levee Park,” a spot which the council hopes to make 


most attractive. 
The city has already established The Spence Park at a 


spot close to the oil tanks. 
The existence of the tanks here is a detriment 


to the parks as pleasure resorts for other reasons than the danger to the 


lives of patrons of the parks. 


Other reasons for removing the tanks might be suggested, but here 


arc three reasons, at least two of which alone are sufficient to warrant an 


immediate order for the removal of the oil plant. 
Indeed, in view of the re­ 


cent narrow escape of this whole territory from destruction in a manner to 


have cost hundreds of lives and to have destroyed many thousands of dol­ 


lars’ worth of property, it seems that the council cannot longer escape the 


call" a time when Mr. Gelatt penned wise sayings in favor of lighting and
